THE HOKKAIDO FIRES, 


A telegram from the Hokkaido Administra- 
tive Office,.ilatel the 21st instant, reporis a 
heavy rainfall, and this, it is hoped, will greatly 
asaist in extinguishing tho forost-fires, Tho, 
Japan Gazette gives the following particulars 
of tho damage done by the fires during the past 
ton days. : é - 

In Oshima province forest land, meaguring 
1,548 chobn, has been ‘devastated, and forty 
houses destroyed. ete ae 

In Shiriheshi province land measuring 499
